The outward and viaible 
sign of this is that most of the time 
nowadays the men are saying,

Does this mean that women are 
more cold-blooded than men? Part­ 
ly, yes, according to Dr. C. P. 
Yaglou, Associate Professor at 
Harvard School of Public Health. 
Under the same ordinary condi­ 
tions—temperature of room 71° F. 
and 30 per cent humidity—the sur­ 
face or skin temperature of women 
is about two degrees lower than 
that of men. 
D uring killing 
weather in the summer, men are 
more affected than women, the 
ladies being quite content with 
ordinary room temperature. 
But few office buildings or 
homes in America arc at 70° F. in 
cold weather. They are closer to 
80* or 85° and the humidity is 
closer to 10 than 30. 
Clothes Make the Difference 
The chief difference which 
causes the male and female reac­ 
tion to this is dothes. The Amer­ 
ican male dons, about November 
1st, clothes, the weight and con­ 
sistency of which would keep him 
comfortable out of doors at the 
North Pole. The American female 
changes tha weight of her house 
clothes hardly at all, winter or 
summer. Personally I long ago 
adopted the plan of wearing very 
light weight clothes in the winter 
and depending on an overcoat to 
keep me comfortable out of doors. 
When I have to work outdoors, go 
hunting or play golf, it’s different, 
but most American men live in the 
winter under the same conditions 
I do. 
Doctor Yaglou found that a 
group of women wearing their 
own winter clothes were shivery 
and uncomfortable in a room of 
70* but became perfectly comfort­ 
able when they dressed in men’s 
ordinary winter clothes. 


He found that on the average, 
women’s summer clothes weigh 
one and eight-tenths pounds (in­ 
cluding shoes); men’s five pounds. 
Women’s winter clothes average 
two and six-tenths pounds; men’s 
eight and three-tenths pounds. 
Men wearing women’s summer 
clothea are perfectly comfortable 
at a room temperature of 85*. 
I wish the weights could be still 
further equalized so American 
winter rooms could have more hu­ 
midity. If there is any one thing 
probably proved that has an influ­ 
ence on the common cold, it is dry 
rooms. 
Snake Venom 
What is the value of cobra ven­ 
om as a drug in medicine? 
It can best be realized by notic­ 
ing that in 1936 the number of 
boxes furnished to physicians was 
26; in 1937, 80; in 1938, 335; in 
1939. 750 and in 1940, 2,000 boxes 
of cobra venom were used by the 
medical profession in the United 
States. Cobra venom in the pure 
state is poisonous becausa part of 
its composition consists of a chem­ 
ical which kills nerves, called 
neuro-toxin. This has been isolated 
and prepared so that it relieves in­ 
tractable pain. It has a wide mar­ 
gin of safety over opium narcotics. 
Some thirty different disease con­ 
ditions, including shingles and the 
crises of locomotor ataxia are 
listed as being suitable for its use.

• W hy are women able to stand 
hotter rooms than men? 
One of my crusades which con­ 
cerns this question, has been sub­ 
jected to experim ental investiga­ 
tion, so I can now talk about it 
m athem atically. I have fo r years 
stated th a t A m erican rooms and 
office building* had a worse cli­ 
m ate in w inter than in sum m er, 
w ere more unendurable and lest

hygienic. The outw ard and visible 
sign of this is th a t m ost of the tim e 
nowadays the men are saying, 
"F o r heaven's sake, let’s open a 
window and get some air in h ere!”

th a t window; it makes a d ra ft th a t 
goes all the way up and down my 
spine." 
Does this mean th a t women are 
more cold-blooded than men? P a rt­ 
ly, yes, according to Dr. C. P. 
Yaglou, Associate Professor a t 
H arvard School of Public H ealth. 
U nder the sam e ordinary condi­ 
tions—tem perature of room 71° F. 
and SO per cent hum idity—the su r­ 
face or skin tem perature of women 
is about two degrees lower than 
th a t of m en. 
D u rin g k illin g 
w eather in the sum m er, men ar* 
more affected than women, th* 
ladies being quite content w ith 
ordinary room tem perature. 
B ut few 
office 
buildings 
or 
homes in Am erica are a t 70° F. in 
cold w eather. They are closer to 
80* or 85° and the hum idity is 
closer to IO th an 30. 
Clothes Make the Difference 
T he ch ief d iffe re n c e w hich 
causes the m ale and fem ale reac­ 
tion to this is clothes. The A m er­ 
ican male dons, about November 
1st, clothes, the w eight and con­ 
sistency of which would keep him 
com fortable out of doors a t the 
N orth Pole. The Am erican fem ale 
changes th* w eight of her house 
clothes hardly a t all, w inter or 
sum m er. Personally I long ago 
adopted the plan of w earing very 
light w eight clothes in the w inter 
and depending on an overcoat to 
keep me com fortable out of doors. 
When I have to work outdoors, go 
hunting or play golf, it’s different, 
but most Am erican men live in the 
w inter under the lam a condition* 
I do. 
Doctor Y aglou found th a t a 
group of women w earing th eir 
own w inter clothes were shivery 
and uncom fortable in a room of 
70* but became perfectly com fort­ 
able when they dressed in m en’* 
ordinary w inter clothes.

W hat is the value of cobra ven­ 
om as a drug in medicine? 
It can best be realized by notic­ 
ing th a t in 1936 the num ber of 
boxes furnished to physicians was 
26; in 1937, 80; in 1938, 335; in 
1939. 750 and in 1940, 2,000 boxes 
of cobra venom were used by the 
medical profession in the U nited 
States. Cobra venom in the pure 
state is poisonous because p a rt of 
its composition consists of a chem­ 
ical which kills nerves, called 
neuro-toxin. This has been isolated 
and prepared so th a t it relieves in­ 
tractable pain. It has a wide m ar­ 
gin of safety over opium narcotics. 
Some th irty different discase con­ 
ditions, including shingles and the 
crises of locomotor atax ia are 
listed as being suitable for its use. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 


D. O. T .:—“ W hat are the sym p­ 
toms of tuberculosis? Can a per­ 
son have it w ithout a cough?" 


A nswer—Yes, I have known 
cases th a t were not detected for 
years and years sim ply because 
there was no cough. In fact, there 
may be no sym ptom s w hatever al­ 
though the usual ones are a feel­ 
ing of being tired, loss of w eight 
in spite of a good appetite, and 
afternoon fever, with rapid pulse 
and low blood pressure. A g reat 
m any people who have no cough 
complain of catching cold easily 
which, of course, is the same thing 
as having a chronic cough.
